Bomb is Discovered 
by Prison Officials

■“There isn't a country iii the world 
where censorship is effective enough 
to keep vital information away front 
American newspapers.” King said

Censorship of the news is an "in 
side” rath er than an “outside" prob­ 
lem, as 
far as 
European countries 
tire concerned, in Hie opinion of Frank 
H. King, Texas manager of the As­ 
sociated Press. 
“There isn t a country iii the world 
w here censorship is effective enough 
to keep vital information away from 
American newspapers." King said in 
speaking' on the program of Journ a­ 
lism Day, sponsored by the depart­ 
ment of journalism 
at Texas Chris­ 
tian University here. 
“T h at isn't 
the purpose of censor­ 
ship, in the first place. The purpose 
is to keel) people w ithin the country 
itself from knowing what goes on. In 
this respect censorship is successful. 
“The American newspaper reporter 
in Europe has a thousand tricks to 
get 
around 
tho 
consol*. 
Somehow. 
some w ay tin* American reporter will J 
get his story through. The result is 
that America knows more about what 
is going on in Euro!ie and the Far 
E a st than any other country iii the 
world— so much, in fact, that Ameri­ 
cans sometimes make the mistake of 
overlooking 
vital 
domestic news." 
King has served fifteen years with 
the Associated Press in Europe most 
of the tim e connected with the London 
"bureau. He returned to 
the 
United 
s ta te s last fall and was assigned to 
Texas. 
He gave it as his opinion that there 
w ould be no general w ar in Europe 
fo r 
several 
years,

B ritain is not ready for w ar yet."
